How to Avoid Litigation. 


Sacramento, Cal., May 2.— An indica­ 
tion of the form the Democratic op­ 
position w ill take to the passage of the 
W ebb redraft of the anti-alien land 
bill was given in the senate when the 
measure came up for final action. 
It was ttie original plan of the pro­ 
gressive R epublican m ajority, in its 
assurance of a successful issue, to 
force the bill to a vote at once, but 
at the request of the Democrats a 
postponement of one day was granted 
at the last minute. 
In return for the delay the admin­ 
istration 
leaders received 
a pledge 
from the m inority that it would abide 
by the results as shown in the final 
roll call and not demand a reconsid­ 
eration. 
Thus the R epublicans feel 
that, although apparently they lost a 
day, in reality they saved several by 
checking further efforts 
to impedo 
their plans. 
The brief debate on the motion to 
postpone 
disclosed 
that 
the 
Demo­ 
crats 
have barkened 
to the 
advice 
from W ashiw :ton, as delivered by Sec­ 
retary of StiTie Bryan, and w ill make 
a formal stand in support of the na­ 
tional administration. 
To meet the 
issue squarely Senator Curtin, Demo­ 
crat. introductxl a resolution setting 
forth that 
President W ilson 
is op­ 
posed to an anti-alien land bill and 
including the following declaration: 


How the 
Democrats Stand. 


“ Be it resolved, That the people of 
the state of California do hereby de­ 
fer to the wishes of the president of 
the Cnited States and this legisla­ 
ture w ill not at this session pass the 
bills herein mentioned.” 
It is believed generally that, to the 
extent of supporting Curtin’s resolu­ 
tion, the Democrats w ill defer to Sec­ 
retary Bryan. 
Beyond that, however, 
their 
party 
platform 
in 
California 
calls upon them to aid in the enact­ 
ment of an anti-alien land law' and 
most of them are expected to cast 
their votes for the W ebb bill in its 
present form, if it escapes amend­ 
ment. 
No approhension 
was aroused by 
the warning against the W ebb bill 
telegraphed to Governor Johnson by 
President W ilson. 
It is the belief, 
both of Governor Johnson and 
A t­ 
torney General Webb, that regardless 
of how the act was worded It prob­ 
ably would 
volve an appeal to the 
courts, 
as 
*ggested 
by 
President 
W ilson. 
Attorney General W ebb in a state­ 
ment said: 
“ No method of avoiding an appeal 
to the courts by the parties interest­ 
ed has occurred to us and if the fed­ 
eral government is advised of the ex­ 
istence of a way to avoid this ques­ 
tion without a complete and unwar­ 
ranted surrender of the rights of the 
state it is to be regretted that such 
method is not pointed out by the tele­ 
gram.”

Failed of Enactment Since H is De­ 


parture for Washington. 


Newark, N. J „ M ay 2.— President 
W ilson in two speeches, here and at 
Elizabeth, made good his promise to 
return to his state to fight for the re­ 
forms which were pledged to the peo­ 
ple while he was governor, but which 
failed of accomplishment since his de­ 
parture for Washington. 
The presi­ 
dent was greeted with cheers and en­ 
thusiasm as he faced the big crowds. 
"It made all my pulses beat,” said 
the president in his speech here, "to 
think that 1 was to come to this great 
county of Essex that wants to govern 
itself, but does not. 
I have come, 
therefore, to speak not to you, but for 
you. 


“ I have exercised a great self-denial 
about New Jersey. 
M y great tempta­ 
tion in choosing u summer home was 
to pitch my. tent where 1 used to. 
But 
there is going to be a contest for gov­ 
ernor in New Jersey next summer and 
I did not want anybody to think I 
wanted to boss the job. 
I huve no 
candidate for governor, but I am op­ 
posed to whomever is desired by cer­ 
tain gentlemen. 
I don’t want to see 
any governor privately owned. 


W illing to Give Opinion. 


" I am going to New Hampshire next 
summer, but New Ham pshire is in 
telegraphic communication with New 
Jersey. 
Any one who wants to know 
what I think can learn by asking. 
“ But I want to say a few words 
about the Democratic ixvrty. 
I want 
everybody to realize that I have not 
been taken in by the results of the 
last national election. 
The country 
did not go Democratic in November. 
It was lmpogfcible to go R epublican, be­ 
cause it oould not tell which kind of 
R epublican to go. 
The only hopeful 
and united instrum ent through which 
it could accomplish its purpose was 
the I>emocratic party. 
"There were certain things which 
we want done, the country said, not 
certain persons elevated. 
There were 
certain things we want demonstrated, 
such as that the government of the 
United States cannot be controlled by 
private interests 
Now the Democrat­ 
ic party is going to have a try at mak­ 
ing these things successful and, if not, 
we’re not going to have another try.” 


Look Out for the People. 


The president applied his reference 
to the national election to the situa­ 
tion, Indicating that if the Democrat­ 
ic party in the state did not redeem 
its 
pledges, 
including jury 
reform, 
the people might try another political 
party at the next election. 
The president charged that the sys­ 
tem had been so corrupt as to permit 
grand Juries to indict at strategic mo­ 
menta and "they can withhold grand 
juries 
from 
indicting 
when 
all 
Is 
quiet and you know that the mastery 
of certain 
gentlemen 
in 
this 
state 
would be impossible if the things they 
did were subject to the dispassionate 
Judgment of grand Juries." 
The president was unsparing in his 
attack on

from Essex county who were opposing 
Jury reform. 
" It is u disgrace," he said amid ap­ 
plause, "to the Judicial system of the 
state and the Union and I come here 
to protest as a representative Am eri­ 
can citizen that these things should 
be allowed to exist.”

Each member now receives 20 cents 
n mile for every session he attends. 
It is thought that quite a saving could 
be accomplished by cutting down the 
rate to 5 cents a mile. 
B u t congress­ 
men do not take kindly to the reduc- 
tion of their personal expenses. 
They 
tried to keep down the number of 
clerks and other employees, but w ith­ 
out making much of a show. 
On the 
personal side it is hard to economize 
when the government pays the bills. 
B u t the personal economy amounts 
to but a drop in the bucket. 
The Mg 
saving could be made on the semi- 
personal side, 
in cutting down the 
large 
river and 
harbor 
and 
public 
building bills, in reducing the number 
of m ilitary posts and navy yards, most 
of which are maintained for the bene­ 
fit of states and congressional districts 
and help to re-elect the men who keep 
them in operation. 


Income Tax May Help. 
There is a widespread belief that the 
Income tax w ill go a long w ay to help 
along a sentiment in fa vo r'o f reduced 
expenditures.
